It is also the birthday month 
of one of the most austere men 
and one of the greatest soldiers 
of our time, Thomas Jonathan 
Jackson, familiarly known as 
Stonewall, and not much atten- 
tion is paid him. He was a 
strange man and he was in Lee’s 
shadow, yet Lee’s greatest vic- 
tories were made possible by 
him. 

He was born in what is now 
West Virginia, near Clarksburg, 
of parents who were desperately 
poor and who died of heartbreak 
and worry when their four chil- 
dren were little - more’ than 
babies. An uncle, Cummins Jack- 
son, took young Thomas. (The 
name ‘Jonathan’ was added for 
some reason, never explained, by 
Jackson himself when he was al- 
most grown.) He was poorly pre- 
pared for a West Point cadetship, 
which Uncle Cummins obtained 
for him in 1842, but -he studied 
hard and developed then the 
ability to retire within himself 
and devote his whole being to 
whatever job was at hand. He 
so deeply dug into his work that 
he said, in later years, he did 
not believe he spoke to a single 
woman in the four years he was 
at the Academy, and his words 
with fellow cadets were few. In 
1846 he was graduated 17th in 
a class of 59.

He served 
well in Mexico, even brilliantly, 
but in 1851 resigned to take the 
chair of military tactics and 
natural philosophy at Virginia 
Military Institute at Lexington.

He was not a good teacher. The 
cadets thought him queer. They 
called him “Tom Fool” Jackson 
and played many a joke on him. 
He was so deeply religious that 
even devout people thought him 
a little fanatical. (He would not 
mail a letter if it were to travel 
on the Sabbath.) He was always 
“an iron saber vowed to an. iron 
god.” He married two daughters 
of Presbyterian ministers, his 
first wife having lived but 14 
months after marriage. Natural 
philosophy interested him more 


than military tactics. He took | 


trips to see notable scenic mar- 
vels. He toured Europe, but saw 
only the great sights and visited 
none of the military camps.-He 
liked the talk of divines and 
spent much time in their com- 
pany. 

-He cared nothing for public 
affairs, but his adherence to, 
and respect for duty were 
strong. He commanded the 
cadet corps at the hanging of 
John Brown, the abolitionist, 
who had been captured by a 
company of U. S. Marines com- 
manded by a young officer 
mamed Robert E. Lee. 

- He does not aprear again until 
April, 1861. 


’ From that hour onward until 
his death from pneumonia, 
brought on by wounds sustained 
from the rifle fire of his own 
men, fired in darkness at Chan- 
cellorsville in May of 1863, his 
name was action.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25—Sena- 


tor McMahon of Connecticut made 
a surprise decision Friday to with- 
draw from the Illinois Democratic 
presidential preferential primary, 
declaring he could not in con- 
science campaign for support for 
himself “when in my own mind 


I prefer someone else—Harry S. 
Truman.” 

His action means that the April 
8 primary now will be uncontested 
and will go by default to Senator 
Kefauver (Dem., Tenn.) who has 
announced that he will fight to the 
finish for the nomination even if 
Mr. Truman is a candidate for re- 
election. 

But it does not mean that Sena- 
tor Kefauver is certain of any of 
Illinois’ 60 delegates who will be 
elected in the primary. The pri- 
mary is purely advisory, and not 
binding. Jacob M. Arvey, Illinois’ 
Democratic national committee- 
man, declared Mr. Truman will 
have the “solid support” of the 
Illinois delegation if he is a candi- 
date for re-election regardless of 
the size of the vote piled up by 
Senator Kefauver.

Seven hundred post office posi- 
tions have been abolished under 
the new system.

eliminated and no longer will it 
be necessary to prepare 300,000,- 
000 cards a year for accounting 
purposes, the report said.

If knighthood is in flower over at the Legisla- 

ture, some of its operations are being conducted 

—_ with the visor down. Just the other day the 

House commmnittes on public welfare took the dire step of approv- 
ing a bill which would require all bachelors and “old. maids” past 
35 years of age to pay $100 tax annually. Happily, the author of this 
obviously anti-Southern piece of legislation relented, picked up his 
shining lance, and withdrew the measure. At that very instance

loose his arrows at the gently-thumping and receptive hearts of all 


womankind, age unlimited. 
Evidently this relenting au- 
gured a change of demeanor 
throughout the legislative halls, 
for the very next day there 
came a duet of measures calcu- 
lated to protect the ears of our 
ladies from the harsh falling 
thereon of cruel and hasty lan- 
guage. Two senators and three 
representatives put forward 
legislation which would make 
communication by spoken or 
written word of obscene expres- 
sions to a_ virtuous female a 
felony under Georgia law.

Efforts te 
soften this legislation by pro- 
vision of suspended sentences 
for first offenders were beat- 
en back. Certainly it would 
appear that little can be 
gained by closing tight the cell 
door after the bars of social 
mores already have folded. 
Later, in an outburst of chiv- 
alry, the House voted this bill 
down. 


All of the unusual business 
being transacted by the as- 
sembly at its current session 
does not concern womenfolk. 
There has been quite an out- 
pouring of “unique ideas in all 
spheres, including the animal 
world.

Parking space would be ad- 
vertising space under the terms 
of a Senate bill. Municipalities 
would be allowed to permit 
space for parking meters to be 
used for commercial advertis- 
ing, provided the money is 
turned over to city funds.

In the instance of unwise fi- 
nancial legislation the moment 
of reflection might well give 
practical illustration that “si- 
lence is golden.” 

The least that can be said for 
some of the unusual bills now 
confronting the lawmakers is 
that when they come to a vote 
eyebrows will go up, even if 
hands don’t,

Brash Youngster 


From Tennessee 


WASHINGTON—Nothing has so confounded 
practical, hardboiled Democratic Party managers 


in years as the tall, 
fellow out of Tennessee by the name of Estes Kefauver. 


broad-shouldered young 
He can 


still blush becomingly, has the native shyness of a mountain boy, 


and in other ways, 


including his crusade against sin in the big 


cities, looks like one of those .‘“‘naturals” that come along once 
in a coon’s age in American politics, 


A fresh face looks good—and 
sometimes goes a long way. 


You’d think Democratic Party 
managers would be looking for 
just such, what with their for- 
tunes obviously having the glum 
stare of snake eyes on a pair of 
dice. But practical politicians, 
who are not in the business en- 
tirely for their health or the 
flag or mother, don’t like to see 
a young fellow get too much 
out of hand. They like ’em man- 
ageable, and like ’em to come up 
slowly, beholden to the organi- 
zation. 


Senator Kefauver stepped 
clear out of reach, violating 
practically all rules, when he 
stood before a throng of news- 
papermen and a full battery 
of television cameras here 
and read quietly «2 prepared 
statement beginning solemnly: 

“Tl am a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for 
President of the United 
States.” 


Several recent developments, 
including two at the White 
House the same day the senator 
made his announcement, and 
one the night before, revealed 
the frantic efforts of President 
Truman and his party managers, 
including Chairman McKinney 
of the national committee, to get 
a bridle on the brash young 
mountain colt’s long neck and 
keep him under control. 


The strategy is threefold—to 
create the impression that Presi- 
dent Truman may run again, so 
that the President himself and 
his party managers can retain 
control of the situation; to trot 
out other “available” prospects 
as counterattractions to clutter 
up the field; and to tie up as 
many states as possible with 
dummy “favorite son” candi- 
dates. In this project, chairman 
McKinney is the operating di- 
rector under the President's 
orders. 

It was no accident, for ex- 


i 


ample, that two party officials 
came out of the White House 
after conferring with the Presi- 
dent—and only a few hours be- 
fore the Kefauver show a few 
blocks away—with the new Mc- 
Kinney “line.” One pronounced 
positively that the President 
would run again; the other ex- 
pressed the fervent hope that 
the President would accept re- 
nomination. 


The first, John J. Nangle, 
Democratic national committee- . 
man from the President’s own 
state, had to swallow his own 
statement of a few days ago that 
the President deserved a rest 
and should retire from the 
White House and, instead, run 
for the Senate from Missouri. 
He got back on the “party line” 
pretty quick with Mr. McKin- 
ney’s coaching. 


The other, Paul E. Fitzpatrick, 
New York State Democratic 
chairman, has some Kefauver 
troubles of his own. To wit, the 
senator is seemingly a popular 
figure in New York, where his 
countenance became familiar to 
citizens and householders on 
television when he was linking 
up New York Democratic po- 
liticos with gamblers and rack- 
eteers. That disclosure is not 
exactly relished by party man- 
agers in that key state, nor in 
other states where the Kefauver 
road show played. 

The night before the Kefauver 
announcement, President Tru- 
man had a long private session 
at Blair House with Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson of Illinois, a Demo- 
cratic governor from a key 
state with a fine record, a mid- 


dle-of-the-roader, and with pre- | 


vious long experience here in 
the Federal Government. The 
aim, it is learned, is to project 
him into the limelight as a pos- 
sible nominee whom the Presi- 
dent could approve and, in po- 
litical parlance, to give him a 
“run” with the public and see 
how he catches on.
